Special Town Meeting passes 
zoning, PRD's, water mains 


Wilmington voters have ap- 
proved a new set of zoning 
bylaws including PRD 

Planned Residential 
Development), and yoted to 
replace water mains on several 
North Wilmington streets. The 
new mains will be funded by 
bonds and by state aid, not by 
betterments 

The special town meeting met 
for tour hours Monday night and 
completed two of the three 
articles on the warrant. It ad- 
journed at 11:35 p.m. after a 
count found the meeting shy of a 
quorum by seven voters.

The Wilmington Water 
and Sewer Commissitmers had 
proposed to replace old two-inch 
mains on several streets in 
North Wilmington.

The meeting rejected 
motions to table the article, one 
by James Carroll, chairman ot 
the Wilmington — Finance 
Committee, and one by Capt 
Larz zneilson, which would have 
created a study committee.

Ballou, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, offered an 
amendment which deleted 
reference to the charging of 
betterments 
George Allan,chairman of the 
Water and Sewer Com 
missioners, who had offered the 
original motion on the $347,000 
article, explained the difference 
between betterments and 
bonding. Under bonding, he 
said, the first year principal and 
interest charge would be about 


$95,000, which would mean 10 
percent increase in water rates 
Betterments, he said, would be 
charged at $20 a frontage foot 
spread over 20 years, with in 
terest al five percent 
Dan Gillis said that he 
ed up the daw on bet 
lerments, and found that no 
assessments can be charged in 
excess of the benefits provided 
Mitchell Spiris of 
Road commended the Water 
Commuissioners for working to 
improve the water system, and 
urged people to support future 
improvements to the system 
such as a North Wilmington 
water treatment plant 
Spiris then said that he had 
been curious about definitions 
so he had gone to Webster's and 
looked up betterments, and 
looked up repair.

Barrett discusses electric rates with Chamber of Commerce 


State Rep. Mike Barrett told 
the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce Tuesday morning 
that businesses of Reading and 
Wilmington could take a joint 
action because of the present 
extra costs being put upon them 
by the Reading Municipal Light 
Department 

He was one of several persons 
to discuss the light rate problem 
before the Chamber members, 
over 50 of whom were present 

Barrett considers himself to 
be a “friendly adversary” to the 
Reading Light. He has opposed, 
he said, for several years, the 
current light rate policies of 
Reading Light 

Back in 1894 Reading was a 
progressive town — which 
established a municipal light 
department. It was a town which 
had an idea that it should 
possess its own resources. 

Wilmington joined in 1908. For 
75 years it has been good for all 
concerned in both towns. The 
residential rates charged by 
Reading Light, Barret said 
“are great.” 

There is no difference in rates 
charged to Reading customers 
and to Wilmington customers. 
There are more ‘‘business 
customers in Wilmington. None 


of them “hurt" before January 
1, but now there has been a 
change 

“No one suggests that 


Reading has calculated poorly 
Barrett said. But the issue is 
“Did the business customers of 
Reading Light become charged 
more unfairly?” 

The Reading Light Board, on 


January 1, passed on to. its 
customers in the four towns 
served a “flat rate” suggestion 
which has been received by 
electric power companies 
nationally 

The “flat rate’ is now a 
national policy, coming from 


Washington, It is a rate that is 
supposed ot make business 
firms conserve energy 

Electricity is charged for in 
two ways, Barrett said. One is 
for the amount used, and the 
other is a fuel charge. New 
power sources, due soon from 
Canada, will probably reduce 
the fuel charges from Reading 
Light, but other costs will be 
passed on in the flat rate 

Barrett did not feel that this 
was fair to business firms. Just 
because there is a national 
backing for a flat rate, that is 
not a fair solution to the com 
munities being served by 
Reading Electr: 
here are, he said, various 
solutions being proposed. One of 
these was that there should be a 
“seat’ on the board of Reading 
Light, because 60 percent of the 
power is being consumed in 
Wilmington 

The board of Reading Light, 
he said, “is really Reading’s 
Ss.” It was Reading who 
started the company, and it is 
Reading who is, in a sense, the 
stockholders, Reading gets an 
eight percent return on capital

The Casket Lady — Part XXXII 
Mrs. Hiller’s wills left lots of confusion 


Copyright 1983 
by Capt. rz Neilson 
Polly McIntosh, in the days 
after the death of France Hiller 
was correct in many of the 
statements she made, but not in 
all. Her statements however, 
certainly inereased the interest 
of the public im the bizarre 
circumstances of the wills that 
lady had lett 
There were more than 
several. One was known as the 
elephant clock will,’ for that 
was where it was kept 
The first will was dated 
shortly after the death of Dr 


Henry Hiller, and was filed in 
the registry of deeds in Lowell, 
in 1889. Joseph B, Thompson 


was the registrar of deeds there. 
He had several wills on hand, 
and several copies of the 1889 
will 

The will that had been filed for 
probate in the Cambridge 
Probate Court was dated April 
21, 1900, just about a month 
before she died. The executor 
was her personal attorney, 
Frangis W. Kittredge of Boston. 

Mr.. Hiller had left her for: 
tune to Henry Hiller second and 
Mrs. Mary A. Jeens of Bishpton, 
Bristol, England. Her daughter, 
nor heretofore mentioned, Mrs. 
Lucy Hill of Georgetown, British 
Guiana, was cut off with $25. 
Georgetown was formerly 
Demerrara, the place where 
France claimed she was born. 

There was another will, dated 
July 1, 1898. That will left Mrs. 
Hill $10, and $5,000 each to the 
Massachusetts homeopathic 


hospital and the Boston City 
Hospital, for free beds. The 
income of one half of the 


remainder was to go to Henry 
Hiller second, during — his 
lifetime, and one half to Yale 
Un it 

On the death of Henry Hiller 
second the remainder of the 
money was to be divided bet 
ween Yale and the two hospitals 


Other wills mentioned other 
colleges.

court to press the 
many claiments One 
represented Lucy Hill, a Mr 
Nutter 

The trial began on September 
17, 1900, in the probate court in 
Cambridge, before Justice 
McIntire. Only the will of April 
21 was admitted to the court 
The attorneys were out to 
prove that Mrs. Hiller did not 
know what she was doing. Mr. 
Nutter, in the first morning, in 
behalf of Mrs. Hill, tried to 
prove that France Hiller was a 
confirmed morphine taker, and 
was addicted to the use of 
alcohol 

Dr. Daniel Buzzell spent quite 
a while on the witness stand, 


being examined, —_cros 
examined, and on redirect 
examination 


He testified he had practiced 
in Wilmington for 15 years, and 
had known France Hiller for 14 
He had witnessed the will of 
April 21, 1900, in which Henry 
Hiller second and Mrs, Jeens 
were the principal beneficiaries, 
and he identified his signature 

Mrs. Hiller, in his opinion, was 
of sound mind 

In cross examination he 
testified that the night before the 
signature he had given Mrs. 


Hiller a whiskey and water, and 
a morphine powder 
Mrs. Hiller, he said, was 


taking morphine when he first 
knew her. He saw her take only 
that which he had administered, 
three or four doses of one grain 
each Mrs. Hiller, however, had 
told him she occasionally took 
morphine 

There were times when he 
thought she was under the in- 
fluence of liquor, and he had

seen her under the influence of 
morphine, administered by him 

Mrs. Hiller took morphine on 
the day she married Henry 
Hiller second. It did not quiet 
her. He then gave her some 
chloral, and that put her to 
sleep. That was immediately 
after the wedding. 

When Mrs. Hiller returned 
home from the church, Buzzell 
said, she was hysterical. Her 
face became very dark. Dr 
Buzzell administered a heavy 
dose of chloral, and saw her 
every half hour during the night 

Mrs. Hiller, he told the court, 
used to keep morphine on hand 
He psed to buy it for her. He had, 
twice a year, for two years, 
furnished her with 1,000 tablets 
containing one-eighth of a grain 
each 

He did not know whether or 
not she kept chloral on hand. He 
did not know where, and if, she 
had gotten morphine previous to 
his supplying 4 

In the direct reexamination 
Dr. Buzzell said he had never 
seen anything that would in 
dicate an unsound mind. To the 
best of his knowledge, Mrs 
Hiller used no morphine other 
than that which he had given 
her. 

Celia Sweeney Carter was the 
second witness of note, that 
morning. She had known Mrs. 
Hiller for 11 years, and had lived 
at the house since the previous 
November as a housekeeper 

Celia was a witness to the will 
of April 21 

Mrs. Hiller, she said, was in 
poor health when she first went 
there. She had seen Mrs. Hiller 
take two or three pills a day, and 
sometimes twice a day. She did 
not know what the piils were 

Mrs. Hiller always had liquor 
on hand, and Celia had seen her 
take liquor sometimes. She ‘had 
seen Henry Hiller second under 
the influence of alcohol, since 
she moved in last November. 

Dr. A.W.F. Clark was the first 
witness in the afternoon, He 
testified that, on one occasion 
when he called, Mrs. Hiller 
wanted to show him money 
‘There was a nurse present who 
told Mrs. Hiller that Dr. Clark 
did not want to see the money 

“Oh yes, he does” Mrs. Hiller 
was reported as saying. She 
produced some pocketbooks 
which were well filled with bills 
a bag with silver in it and a pair 
of corsets which had pockets on 
the sides, well filled with mone: 

Dr. Clark did not know that 
Mrs. Hiller was taking morphine 
under prescription from anyone 
She had a bottle, she said, 
containing 1,000 tablets. 

In the cross examination he 
testified that his experience with 
morphine tablets was gained in 
hospitals where he studied 

Mrs. Hiller, he said, was 
taking one-eighth of a grain, 
day. The amount 
onfirmed eater” would 
take varied, depending on the 
individual. He knew of casi 
where 60 grains of morphine 
taken daily 

Mrs. Hiller, he said, showed 
no dangerous symptoms from 
the morphine she took. She did 
not show any symptoms of a 
“morphine eater.” 

He had told Mrs. Hiller that 
alcoholism was what ailed her 
There was a quart flask, he said, 
at the head of the bed. He did not 
smell or taste it, nor did he ask 
any questions about it, but the 
contents of the bottle decreased, 
day by day 

Henry Hiller second, husband 
of France, was the fourth wit 
ness. Henry was quite urbane,

U.S. Was First 

The constitutions of the world 
differ greatly, as these few 
examples suggest. Their function 
has change®& greatly since the 
United States wrote the first 
national constitution in 1787, an 
act whose approaching bicen: 
tennial is already being promoted 
by scholars. 

Now hardly a nation takes its 
place in the world without a 
constitution of its own. Not only 
does the document enable a 
nation to structure its govern 
ment, but it'reveals the nation’s 
values to the world and its own 
people, an ideological manifesto 
that one scholar likens to a birth 
certificate 

But even older nations are in 
the act, updating their basic law. 
as in the case of China, which last 
year adopted its fourth con: 
stitution since the 199 Com 
munist takeover. 

‘The result has been a deluge. 
More than half of the world’s 160 
written constitutions have been 
adopted since 1970, 51 in the las 
five years. Only 14 of those 
written before World War II 
remain in effect, with Norway's 
1814 document coming closest in 
age to the U.S. Constitution. 

Such a spurt results in part 
from the breakup of the great 
colonial empires after World War 
II. But, in addition, a revolution, a 
governmental crisis, or a change 
in the basic values of a society 


can also result in a new con 
stitution. 
“When a Castro replaces a 


a, that brings a 
change in what the society is 
trying to do, and so a new con 
stitution is needed," says Albert 
P. Blaustein, a law professor at 
Rutgers University-Camden 
“You saw this in Germany from 
the Weimar Republic to Hitler 
and then to the Federal Republic 
after the war."

The mountains, meadows, woods, and canyons labeled na 
tional parks and national forests are protected from onrush 
ing civilization by the strong arm of the United States 
government 

But should those lands be inviolate? When might Washing 
ton's protective arm be withdrawn? These questions are 
raised by current administration-backed attempts to down 
grade certain national recreational lands. 

‘The US Department of Agriculture (USDA), as part of 
President Reagan's plan to dispose of excess public land, is 
studying 6 million acres of national forest for possible sale 

A bill with some powerful supporters. now being consid 
*’ ered in Congress, would roll back the national-park designa 
tion for much of Alaska’s federal parkland, so sport hunters 
could regain access to some of their prime stalking grounds 

The federal government has never treated all national 
wild-land designations as irrevocable. The USDA has tradi 
tionally swapped less-needed bits of national forest with pri 
vate landowners to consolidate and improve government 
holdings. The national forest now being studied for its com: 
mercial possibilities, says the USDA. is that sort of land

lands" leased to private owners for summer homes, accord 
ing toa USDA report 

‘The 6.3 million acres involved represent about 3 percent of 
the national forest system. The impact varies widely be- 
tween states, however: Less than 1 percent of the federal 
forest in Idaho is being studied for possible sale, while 36 
percent of Ohio's is undergoing such serutiny 

Of course, stresses the USDA report, the fact that the 
study is being undertaken “does not mean all those acres will 
be sold." And even environmentalists admit there are ex 
traneous bits of national forest that might just as well be 
peddled to the private sector 

But the sweeping nature of the government's inquiry, say 
environmentalists, troubles them. 

“The acreage the government (has singled out for study} 
adds up to more than scattered parcels and summer 
cottages,"" says Debbie Sease, a public lands expert with the 
Sierra Club.

Katcher writes, “This research 
finding suggests that pets may 
have important effects on the 
lives of adults that are in 
dependent of and supplementary 
to human contact. In other 
words, the bond between pet and 
person is authentic and has its 
own merit, quite apart from the 
relationships between people. 

In another study, Katcher found 
that men, contrary to popular 
opinion, get as mushy over their 
dogs as women do. The resear 
cher says men are as quick as 
women to pet, fondle, caress and 
kiss their animals — in public 
Men do, however, restrict this 
show of affection mainly to the 
canine kingdom. A Canadian 
study showed that men prefer 
dogs to eats by an overwhelming 
10 to 1 margin, which suggests a 
cultural bias against men owning 
cats. 

Unfortunately, research results 
like these, from carefully 
designed and executed scientific 
experiments, are still sparse 
Conclusions based on case studies 
and untested hypotheses are far
